1 Mc Vicar’* Measure Would ( ’ut Cost 
of State Printing. 


The 
H ouse 
of 
Representatives 
j Wednesday passed the first bill of 
the 1923 session. 
The measure, introduced by Rep- 
j i-enantativo Mc Vicar, Allegheny, pro­ 
vided that 
in printing amendatory 
' legislation only that part of the act 
to be amended shall be printed and 
; not the complete act.
